Harrisburg, May 29—Re-location 
of about 2% miles of the Lincoln 
highway In Chester county to elimi­ 
nate the Green Tree and Malvern 
underpasses was proposed by state 
highway department engineers Wed­ 
nesday at a hearing before the pub­ 
lic service commission. 
The cost of construction, 
esti­ 
mated at $739,295. will be paid part- j 
ly from state funds and partly from 
allocations to Pennsylvania under 
the federal grade crossing elimina­ 
tion plan, if the commission ap­ 
proves the project. 
The proposed re-location would by­ 
pass both underpasses by building a 
new roadway from a short distance 
west of Paoli to rejoin the Lincoln 
highway between Malvern and Fra­ 
zer. 
The new link would extend 
from about 3500 feet east of Green 
Tree station to about 3000 feet west 
of Malvern underpass. 
To Eliminate Turns 
The 
new* route would 
involve 
building of two new underpasses, 
but they would be of modern type, 
without the sharp-turn approaches, 
and considerably safer than the 
present narrow underpasses at right 
angles with the line of the highway. 
One of the proposed underpasses 
will be on the Philadelphia division 
of the Pennsylvania railroad about 
2000 feet east of Green Tree sta­ 
tion. The other will carry the new’ 
road beneath the Trenton cut-off 
about 500 feet east of the present 
underpass.
